He is 
spoken of and referred to by 
the writers of the Bible at 
intervals from the beginning 
to the end. He has played 
His part in the drama of life 
from the beginning up to the 
present time and will contin- 
ue His work right on in spite 
of all His opposers and their 
notorious oppositions. 


Men and devils have ar- 
rayed themselves against 
Him and seemed determined 
to check His progress and et- 
forts to reproducd the life of 
Jesus in God’s children, but 
He continues His service, 
and works right on with no 
complaint or murmurings nor 
discouragement. Like the 
air He moves from place to 
place wherever He finds a 
vavancy that He can enter 
His presence. 
Like the the heat of the sun 
He penetrates the very hard- 
est and thickest walls and 
makes His presence felt. 


The Holy Ghost is the 
third personin the great 
Ttrinity. God the Father, 
God the Son, God the Holy 
Ghost. He convicts of sin, 
He guides through repen- 
tance, forgiveness and gives 
the signal or witness that the 
Father has forgiven sins for 
the sake of the Son. (John

oe to Kill Your Church tees 


By Sam C. Perry 


Some have already found 
their chuhrch is powerless to 
accomplish the work needed 
inthe town or community 
where they are located, and 
may not see the need of the 
above directions, but these 
directions may help them to 
see what brought them where 
they are. 

If your church has lost its 
power there is certainly a 
reason for it, and you should 
seek out that reason and get 
rid of it at the earliest time 
possible. God wants each 
church to be a light house, a 
saving station, and to do this 
work to Bible perfection and 
success each member must 
keep on fire and at his post 
all the time. There is no 
time for loitering, no time for 
vacations, no time to waste, 
the work must go on _steadi- 
ly, continually. 

We note below some things 
that will kill our churches 
and destroy their power for 
effective work for the Mas- 
ter: 

I. Carelessness or indiffer- 
ence as to the affairs and 
needs of your church. Each 
individual should take an ac- 
tive interest in every feature 
of the work of his church... A 
few cannot furnish spiritual 
power for all, but each should 
do his part in prayer, praise 
and standing for the work. 
Nor should a few have to do 
all the paying, but each indi- 
vidual member should do his 
part faithfully, as though the 
success of the work were 
upon him. Thus your work 
will succeed as every man 
stands in his place. Those 
who just have to be dragged 
along by the prayers and 
efforts of others are of no 
value to the church. 

2. Attending services on- 
ly accasionally. We notice 
some who will show up very 
enthusiatically on Sunday 
night or at some special oc- 
casion and make a great dis- 
play ot themselves, and this 
will be the last you see of 
them for a while, at the regu- 
lar prayer meeting and Sun- 
day school services they are 
not to be found. We cannot 
believe that such worshippers 
are faithful in their daily life, 
if they were they would 
not forsake the assemb- 
ling of themselves  to- 
gether. A church composed 
of such members would be a 
poor affair, it could not be 
depended upon. If you have 
been that kind of member, be 
so nod more, but attend every 
service possible, even if it is 
rainy, cold or hot, God wants 
us to be found faithful. | 

3. Another very effective 
church killer is a few mem-
